County Workman's 
Insurance Voted

Navarro County Commissioners Monday 


approved four to one a modified workmen's 
compensation insurance contract with Floyd 
West and Co. The company explained the 
county is eligible for about a $10,000 reduction 
on the cost of the policy because of the past low 
loss record of Memorial Hospital. 


Instead of $36,623 called for in the county's 


original contract with the company, the cost of 
the workmen's compensation will be lowered to 
$26,830. 


Commissioner Arlon Simmons voted against 


the revised contract, explaining that he is not in 
favor of purchasing workmen's compensation 
from Floyd West and Co. at a 14 per cent 
discount, when it could be obtained from the 
;Texas Association of Counties at a 25 per cent 
discount. 


At the previous commissioners' court 


meeting — when the decision was made to 
contract with Floyd West and Co. through the 
Corsicana Association of Insurance Agents 
(CAIA) — Commissioners Simmons and Billy 
Hargrove voted against the contract. At the 
time of that vote, Simmons said the county had 
"contracted for the highest bidder, when we 
could have gotten it for about $23,471." He also 
stated contracting with CAIA "discriminates 
against the independent agents in the rural 
areas in the county," while benefiting only the 
eight agents who are members of CAIA. 


In explaining the reduced cost being granted 


the county, local insurance agent Lynn Cooper, 
a spokesman for CAIA, said that until two 
years ago, Memorial Hospital had a workmen's 
compensation policy. During the time of that 
policy, the hospital had little loss of work time 
due to injury or illness, he said, and because of 
this good record, the county is entitled to a 
reduced rate. Memorial hospital employes and 
all other county employes are covered by the 
workmen's compensation contract, which 
becomes effective July 1. 


An anticipated but not guaranteed dividend 


of $4,680 would make the county's net cost of the 
insurance come to a little over $22,000. 


During an afternoon session, the com- 


missioners took action to eliminate duolicative 
insurance coverage. The Great American 
Reserve Insurance Co., which currently fur- 
nishes all of the county's insurance, was in- 
formed that on-the-job coverage will no longer 
be needed from the company, since the work- 
men's compensation will provide this. 


County Judge Rob Dunn called Great 


American during the commissioners' meeting 
and was informed a modified policy will be 
submitted to the county.

Enrollment for the sum- 


mer session at Navarro 
College reached 360 students 
Friday which was the last 
day of registration for the 
first six weeks term.

The committee also asked for 


college-incentive pay, time-in- 
grade pay, a 
cost-of-living 


allowance and other factors in 
such areas as vacation, over- 
time, and sick leave. 


THE REQUEST was the first 


one under the new system. 
Voters here in April approved 
adopting

bargaining pact proposed by the

Firemen's Associations.

Committee wiD not be granted a 
meeting to discuss proposals, 
City Manager Dick Ballenger 
said at the meeting, because the 
committee's request was not 
received within the time limits.

"We have to consider these 


proposals carefully and take 
into consideration all our city 
employes,"

much money we will have in the 
budget." 


THE COMMITTEE is asking 


for basic pay for patrolmen of 
less than six months to be raised 
from the current $510 a month to 
$640 per month; for patrolmen 
of six months to one year to be 
set at $700 per month (at 
present there is no fixed salary 
for that tenure, as there are no 
patrolmen working within that 
time frame); for patrolmen of 
more than one year to be raised 
from $565 per month to $750 per 
month; for sergeants' pay to be 
raised from $600 per month to 
$850 per month; and for the 
basic pay of assistant chief to be 
raised from $750 per month to 
$900 per month. 


The committee is also asking 


college-incentive pay to be set 
by semester hour at $30 per 
month for 30 semester hours; 
$60 per month for 60 semester 
hours; $90 per month for 90 
semester hours; and $120 per 
month for 120 semester hours. 


SMITH SAID that only those 


hours which could be counted 
towards a degree in law en- 
forcement police science would 
be counted. When asked where 
a degree in this subject could be 
obtained, Police 
Chief Don 


Massey, who also attended the 
meeting, said that 60 hours were 
being

Firemen's Plea 'Too Late' 


It was announced by City Manager Dick Ballenger at the 


City Commission meeting Monday that the Firemen's 
Collective Bargaining Association Committee will not be 
granted a meeting to discuss proposals, because the com- 
mittee exceeded the time limit in contacting the city 
manager. 


In a letter signed by Douglas Fogg and dated June 6, 


Ballenger was asked to give the committee a convenient date 
to meet with the commission to discuss collective bargaining. 


Ballenger said he received the letter June 7. 
Ballenger said that according to part of the new state law 


in effect here, named Section 7 (D) of the Fire and Police 
Employes Relations Act, "it shall be the obligation of the 
association to serve written notice of request for such 
collective bargaining 120 days before the conclusion of the 
current fiscal operating budget." 


The current fiscal operating budget will end Sept. 30, which 


means that the letter was sent 116 days before the time stated 
by the law, and delivered 115 days before the end of the fiscal 
year. 


Ballenger showed the commission the letter he sent in 


reply to the association, which stated that "I therefore 
cannot, under the law, ... set a meeting." 


The letter added that the association had the right of ap- 


peal 'through the commission. 


"According to the law, the association simply sent the 


letter too late," said Ballenger. 


College, and that when Navarro 
became a four-year college, a 
full degree could be obtained 
there. 


A third year in law en- 


forcement will be offered this 
fall, added Massey, and a fourth 
year is scheduled to be added 
the year after that. 


Time-and-grade pay was also 


on the committee's list. The 
sums named were five to ten 
years' service, $30 per month; 
10 to 15 years' service, $60 per 
month; 15 to 20 years' service, 
$90 per month; and more than 
20 years, $120 per month. 


"Do you mean either college- 


incentive pay or time in grade 
pay, or do you mean both?" 
asked Ballenger. 


"We mean both," answered 


Smith. 


CHIEF MASSEY said in an 


interview with the Daily Sun 
that policemen draw no time-in- 
grade pay, but draw longevity 
pay of $3.50 per month for each 
year's service under state law. 
He explained that a policeman 
employed for 10 years draws $35 
per month in longevity pay. 
There is no college incentive 
pay, he added. 


Added vacation time was also 


requested by the policeman's 
committee. The proposal asked 
for 21 days plus legal holidays 
for employes of less than 10 
years; 
28 days plus legal 


holidays for employes of 10 to 20 
years; and 35 days plus legal 
holidays for employes of more 
than 20 years. There are nine 
legal holidays for city em- 
ployes, said Ballenger. 


Each policeman receives 15 


working days off under a state 
law, or 
21 days 
counting 


working days plus regular days 
off, added Massey. With nine; 
paid holidays, each policeman 
has 30 days off per year. 


ANOTHER of the proposals 


was that policemen "shall 
accumulate sick leave at the 
rate of 2Vz days for each month 
of service, same to be ac- 
cumulated indefinitely." It was 
also proposed that policemen 
may accumulate sick leave 
from their first day of em- 
ployment and "shall continue to 
do so until and as long as they 
are 
employed." 
This 
ac- 


cumulated sick leave pay is to 


be paid the employe if he should 
quit the department or be fired. 


The present Civil Service rule 


on sick leave in force here is 
that it may be accumulated for 
up to 90 days. 


Several of the proposals on 


sick 
leave 
and 
non-duty 


sickness have already .been 
taken care of by the workman's 
compensation laws which are in 
effect, according to Ballenger. 
The city also furnishes in- 
surance to all city employes. 


"Of course, you realize that 


the workman's compensation 
we now have will increase the 
benefits 
considerably, 
don't 


you?" Ballenger questioned. 


"Yes, we realize that several 


of the proposals we have made 
are probably already taken 
care of in the compensation," 
Smith said. 


ONE 
OF 
THE 
overtime 


proposals was that "policemen 
who are called back to work 
from off-duty status shall be 
paid for a minimum of six hours 
at the said rate of IVfe times the 
rate of basic pay, except for 
court appearances which shall 
be a minimum of four hours," 
according 
to 
the 
written 


proposal submitted by Smith. 


Freeze explained that when a 


policeman is called to work 
when he is off-duty, he often 
puts in more actual hours than 
the hour or two he puts in on 
duty. 


It was also asked that the 


uniform allowance "shall in- 
clude plainclothes policemen as 
well as uniformed policemen." 


Another proposal was that 


"each policeman shall receive a 
cost of living allowance on a 
quarterly basis, same as to be 
determined 
by 
the 
U.S. 


Department of Labor, Bureau 
of Labor Statistics."

NC Eyes Upper-Level Courses

Navarro College is negotiating with several 


four-year universities to provide upper- 
division and graduate-level courses at the NC 
campus, according to Lary Reed, dean of 
instruction. 


Dr. Kenneth Walker, NC president, said the 


college is not at liberty to reveal the names of 
the institutes because "the plans are still in 
the exploratory stage." He said the names 
will be released as soon as Navarro College is 
authorized to do so by the schools. 


REED SAID these plans do not mean NC is 


planning to become a four-year college. "We 
do wish to provide some of the services of a 
senior institute by offering the upper level 
courses, but only through a cooperative 
plan." 


Dr. Walker said this program could 


possibly lead in several years to a branch 
campus of a university being established on 
the NC campus in which students could 
conceivably complete all requirements for a 
bachelor's degree except the residency 
requirement. But that does not mean Navarro 
itself would become a senior institution, 
Walker said. 


The residency requirement is often dropped 


by a senior institution which offers a program 
on another campus. 


REED SAID the college is presently 


wanting to offer a three-year 
medical 


technology program and a possible third year 
in law enforcement. 


College officials were queried about this 


area after the possibility of additional course 
offerings at NC was mentioned in a meeting of 
city commissioners and representatives of 
the police department Mondav.

UNICKF came into use as the 
symbol for Fund.

Udall said President Nixon 


played impeachment politics on 
ihe bill, deliberately withdraw- 
ing support for the measure his 
Interior secretary helped write 
to court conservatives to stay 
with him on impeachment. 


The Sierra Club agreed, and 


.said that by Tuesday's vote 
Congress 
"has mortgaged 


America's future to haphazard 
and chaotic development." 


The sponsors of a weaker 


bill, House Minority Leader 
John Rhodes and Rep. Sam 
Steiger, both R-Ariz., voted 
against allowing the House to 
debate any land use bill.

Congress Votes Funds 
For Planes Not Asked 


WASHINGTON (AP) - For 


the second straight year, Con- 
gress has voted to build addi- 
tional multimillion dollar war 
planes the Pentagon did not re- 
quest. 


Ironically, the plane is the 


Fill, which was the target for 
nearly 10 years of some of the 
most severe congressional at- 
tacks ever made against a mili- 
taity aircraft. Opponents used 
to say it was too costly and 
technically unsound. 


In both the House and Senate, 


the armed service committees 
gave authority to build another 
12 Fills at about $17 million 
each in the coming fiscal year 
in a defense procurement bill. 


Whe the bills reached House 


and Senate floors, no move to 
drop the Fill provision was 
made by Sen. William Prox- 
mire, D-Wis., Rep. Les Aspin, 
D-Wis., or any other defense 
spending critics. 


Asked why Proxmire, who 


called the swing-wing Fill a 
"deathtrap" about 19 months 
ago, did not make such a move, 
an aide said the Wisconsin sen- 
ator had four amendments on 
other issues and that it was "a 
matter of priority." 


An Aspin aide said amend- 


ments aimed at cutting specific 


programs have had "limited 
success." He said Aspin pre- 
ferred to try to reduce the bill's 
over-all size. 


The Senate bill, passed Tues- 


day, earmarks $220.5 million 
for additional Fills. The House 
bill, passed earlier, would au- 
thorize $205.5 million for addi- 
tional Fills. 


Differences between the two 


versions will be adjusted in a 
Senate-House conference, with 
actual money to be voted later. 


Last year, after the Pentagon 


had said it needed no more 
than the 543 Fill fighters and 
bombers already built or au- 
thorized, the Congress decided 
to add 12 planes costing $167.8 
million. 


Generally, the extra Fills at 


a total cost of nearly $400 mil- 
lion is credited to influence of 
key members of the Texas con- 
gressional 
delegation. 
The 


plane is manufactured in Fort 
Worth, Tex. 


But it was Rep. Samuel Strat- 


lon, D-N.Y., who moved to 
write Fill authorization into 
this year's House procurement 
bill. 


Sen. John Tower, R-Texas, is 


said to have acted to include 
Fill authority in the Senate 
bill.

a dish of bacon and eggs into 
the apartment foyer, then a po- 
lice officer tempted the girl 
into the hallway with a lollipop. 


Te officer seized her and the 


police moved in on the gunman. 


Several hundred 
neighbors 


cheered as the thumb-sucking 
girl was carried to an ambu- 
lance at the end of a tense dra- 
ma that began Monday night. 
She appeared to be unharmed. 


The gunman had twice prom- 


ised to release the girl, earlier 
today. Dorothy Cunningham, a 
woman the child calls grand- 
mother, went to the apartment 
at 7 a.m. and vainly tried to 


negotiate with the slight, white- 
haired man. 


The girl's father, 34-year-old 


Fred Kinsler, apparently had 
been dead since Tuesday. Po- 
lice had seen his motionless 
form on the floor since then. 


The girl's aunt, Margaret 


Williams, was taken to the 
heavily 
guarded 
apartment 


shortly before 5 a.m. after the 
gunman told police he would 
release his young captive in the 
woman's custody. 


Sgt. Kenneth Kelly said that 


when Mrs. Williams asked the 
gunman to give her the girl, he 
replied: "No I won't. Come 
back tomorrow. The child is 
staying with me." 


Through 
holes 
drilled 
in 


apartment walls, police said 
they could see the gunman, 
Floyd Steele, 56, an ex-convict 
with a history of mental illness, 
holding the girl on his lap, a 
gun to her head. 


Shortly after Steele turned 


away the aunt, a police officer 
sneaked into the apartment 
through the front door but the 
gunman spotted him and or- 
dered him to leave, police said. 
Unable to exit the way he came 
in, the officer was lowered out 


a rear window by ropes se- 
cured from the floor above, po- 
lice said. 


Hundreds of policemen sur- 


rounded the low income project 
and sharpshooters remained in 
position on nearby rooftops. 


Steele, paroled last year after 


serving a prison term for man- 
slaughter in the death of a girl- 
friend, had been a lodger for 
the past six weeks with Fred 
and Peggy Kinsler. 


Police said he pulled a gun 


on the Kinslers and the girl, 
Avril after an argument.

PARIS (AP) - 
Hoarding 


gold may be just around the 
corner 
for Americans, 
but 


Frenchmen have been stashing 
it away for centuries in stock- 
ings, mattresses, old chests or 
under the apple tree in the gar- 
den. 


Private gold ownership has 


been illegal in the United States 
since 1934, but President Nixon 
Ins '.ho -•;.'tJiority to remove the 
b;.i::. TiTasury Secretary Wil- 
Ih'i; K. Simon told a congres- 
sic'nnl committee in Washington 
''<".' \r\ny it may be legal for 
/.n:: rioans to own the metal be- 
r.iro :hc rrici of the year. 


I,•'..- tradition in France dates 


hark at least to the French 
i-'v."!ution, when the country 


was in turmoil and gold was 
the best hedge against financial 
disaster. Even today, very few 
families are without at least a 
little nest egg of gold. 


Some Frenchmen even re- 


gard the precious metal as pro- 
tection against natural calami- 
ties. "The river can flood and 
sweep away my house and ma- 
chinery, but I'll still have my 
gold," said a farmer. 


"This taste that Frenchmen 


have for gold is an expression 
of mistrust and bad memo- 
ries," President Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing said several years 
ago when he was finance minis- 
ter. 


There is no official estimate 


of how much gold is in private 


hands in France. The news- 
paper Le Monde conducted a 
study in February and came up 
with the figure of 6,000 tons, 
which it said was 7.5 per cent 
of all the gold mined since the 
year 1413. 


Last year gold transactions 


hit a record $674 million in 
France. 


A gold bar was quoted on the 


French market Tuesday at $5,- 
145 per kilogram—2.2 pounds. 
Using l£ Monde's figures, this 
would make the hoarded gold 
in France worth nearly $31 bil- 
lion. 


The French have had the un- 


restricted right to buy and sell 
gold since 1948. It comes in 12- 
kilo bars, one-kilo ingots and in 


coins, the favorite being the na- 
poleon. The napoleon has a face 
value of 20 francs—$4—but is 
sold these days for $52. 


When the price was officially 


controlled, there was little or 
no profit to be made by dealing 
in gold and the French bought 
it to tuck it away for protection 
against the uncertainties of pa- 
per money. But with the crea- 
tion of the two-tier gold market 
and the nonconvertibility of the 
dollar in 1971, the price of gold 
on the free market soared.

Oklahoma Wheat 
Harvest Started 


OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) - 


Oklahoma wheat elevators re- 
ported about 40 million bushels 
stored Tuesday although many 
Enid and Ponca City area 
fields were too wet to combine. 


The Oklahoma State Employ- 


ment Service (OSES) said cus- 
lom cutters, combine operators 
and truck drivers were needed 
for custom crews in the Ponca 
City area, where work has 
barely begun in Noble and Kay 
counties.

Senate Limits Vietnam Aid

Senate has passed a $21.8-bil- 
lion military weapons procure- 
ment bill with a $900 million 
limit on military aid to South 
Vietnam for the coming year. 


Approved Tuesday, the meas- 


ure goes to a House-Senate con- 
ference committee for final ad- 
justment of differences. 


The House last month voted 


to authorize $22.6 billion for 
weapons development and pur- 
chase for the U.S. armed forces 
and $1.126 billion for military 
aid to South Vietnam. 


The 
Nixon 
administration 


budget called for $23.1 billion 
for procurement and $1.6 billion 
for South Vietnam. 


The Senate rejected 46 to 45 


an amendment to cut military 


assistance to South Vietnam to 
$750 million. 


Sen. Harold E. Hughes, D- 


lowa, defended the $900 million 
recommended by the 
senate 


Armed Services Committee as 
a clear signal in itself "that the 
South Vietnamese government 
no longer has a blank check." 


During seven days of Senate 


debate, the Senate defeated 
amendments to reduce funding 
for such new weapons systems 
as the Bl bomber and the sub- 
marine launched cruise missile. 


Conversely, the Senate de- 


feated Tuesday on a 68-23 roll 
call an amendment by Sens. 
Charles McC. Mathias, R-Md. 
and Walter F. Mondale, D- 
Minn., to add $16 million to the 
bill to start design of a new 


ballistic missile firing nuclear 
submarine to complement the 
larger Trident. 


The bill provides $!.!> billion 


requested by the administration 
for continued development of 


I he Trident submarine system. 


Adopted Tuesday was an 


amendment by Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, D-Wash., to require 


i he secretary of defense to ex- 
amine tlii' military implications 
iif proposed commercial tech- 
nology exports to Commuriisi 
bloc countries and report his 
findings to the President for de- 
cision. 


The bill as passed by the Sen- 


ate would set a ceiling of 2,103,-

Sawhill outlined his plans 


during a news conference while 
in Houston to speak at the an- 
nual meeting of the Texas Inde- 
pendent Producers & Royalty 
Owners Association. 


"We are lo meet with Chrys- 


ler and General Motors this 
week to seek goals to make au- 
tomobiles more efficient," he 
said. 


He said one objective is lo in- 


crease automobile efficiency 


from an average of about 13.9 
miles per gallon of gasoline to 
17 miles by 1980 and 19 miles 
by 1985. 


"That 
would conserve 
as 


much energy as we would gain 
by way of the Alaskan pipeline 
when it is completed," he said. 


"Then, Ihis summer, we'll 


ask alumnium, sleel, paper, 
and other induslries to set 
goals. Then will come residen- 
tial."
